Bare Lands U tilized

GRAPEVINE, Tex (UPI) 
- The decision a few years 
ago by the cities of Dallas 
and Fort Worth to build the 
nation’s largest airport on 
rural land midway between 
their urban sprawls found 
varied reaction 
Farm ers, many who had 
spent their lives on land held 
by their families for genera­ 
tions, 
grumbled, 
retained 
attorneys but in time sold out 
and moved on. 
The land speculators and 
developers 
scrambled^ for 
the prime property fronting 
the highway on either side of 
the 18,000-acre site of the 
regional airport, and today 
are fighting to retain the still 
u n d e v e lo p e d 
p r o p e r ty , 
purchased at inflated prices 
months before the national 
economy went sour. 
Kenny 
Davis, 
a 
young 
farmer facing displacement 
from the family homestead, 
had a better idea. Today he 
plants the airport’s south 40 
and another 3,000 acres — 
in wheat as the sole leasor of 
the unused land on the huge 
airport tract, which in all 
covers more surface than 
the island of Manhattan. 
He pays $15,000 a year for 
the rights to a total of ap­ 
proxim ately 
8,000 
un­ 
developed a irp o rt acres, 
much 
of 
which 
is 
im ­ 
mediately adjacent to run­ 
ways, term in als, parking 
lots and access roads. 
"The airport wants this 
land to look good,” Davis 
said across the strands of 
barbed wire fence holding

his few head of mixed cattle. 
“ There’s as much traffic out 
here as if it was Dallas. 
People see it (undeveloped 
land). The airport wants the 
weeds kept cut back but if I 
let it go to weeds it doesn’t do 
me any good anyhow.” 
Looking north from the 
airport terminals across a 
state highway to the biggest 
portion 
of 
undeveloped 
airport property, the land 
gives 
the 
illusion 
of 
habitation. But of all the 
residents who once lived on 
thousands of acres in dozens 
of homes, only Davis, his 
wife 
and 
two 
children 
remain. 
His brick home, a feature 
of the lease, is one of only 
three homes still standing 
along with a few sheds and 
other outbuildings. Davis 
left behind his family home, 
a rambling frame now in 
need of repair, to move into 
the brick once owned by a 
neighbor. E lsew h ere the 
horizon is dotted with pitted 
concrete foundations and 
miles of chain link fence 
warning the curious to keep 
out. 
The airport possibly never 
will develop this portion of 
land 
und er 
the landing 
pattern of the thousands of 
jetliners which arrive and 
depart every month. 
“Kenny can farm every 
a re a 
desig nated 
for 
a g ric u ltu ra l purposes — 
every square inch that isn’t 
o ccupied,” 
said 
Ja m e s 
Alderson, director of airport 
properties.

land that can be farmed or 
grazed 


“ The more he works the 
land the more it yields and 
that’s 3,000 acres we don’t 
have to maintain. He’s been 
here since 1970 and has a 
renewable annual lease 


“ He does a real good job 
for us. You just couldn’t find

better guy. 
We’re ob­ 
viously not anxious to look 
around for another tenant.'

trying to make a living

vice, but by the FB I. I d like 
to know what that is and also 
what’s in those tax records. 
“ The other reason is — 
and maybe ifs pure coin­ 
cidence. but I think it needs 
to he looked into — that the 
mayor of the city of Dallas at 
the time of the assassination 
is the brother of the gen­ 
tleman 
that 
President 
Kennedy fired, who was with 
the CIA and oversaw the 
plans for the Bay of Pigs 
invasion.’’

During our country’s birthday year, many books are 
being written about our past heritage and the people 
who made it great. 
“Valley Forge,” (M. Evans & Co., $8.95) by the 
Pulitzer Prize winning author of “Andersonville,” 
MacKinlay Kantor. The book is a mosaic of stories, 
reflections and sketches revolving around the bitter 
winter that Washington’s troops were encamped at 
Valley Forge; it involves Washington himself, his 
Martha, the Marquis de Lafayette, and scores of 
common soldiers and local people. Some of its most 
touching incidents—a farm boy who brings in his an­ 
cient horse to get him into a cavalry squadron, a little 
black girl who takes Washington something to eat, a 
truce inspired by the straying of General Howe’s pet 
dog—are, the author says, all true.

CREWEL POINT 


To the experienced needle 
artist, working a design in 
crewel point is having the 
best of both worlds — the 
infinite variety of stitch and 
color found in crewel em­ 
broider)’ and the pleasure of 
creating a complete pattern 
(including background) that 
you get with needlepoint 
Crewel is associated with 
the use of fine wool crewel 
yam ; if you embroider with 
this yarn, you’re doing 
crewel em broidery. The 
word “point’' comes from 
the French word meaning 
stitch. 
When 
we 
say 
needlepoint we mean stit­ 
ching tapestry with a needle 
Combining the two in crewel 
embroidery on canvas can 
result in handsome and 
unusual effects 
Many needlewomen have 
used the cover design of my 
book, 
“ C reative Canvas 
Work," as a guide to this 
co m b in atio n 
T h ey ’ve 
studied the realistic flowers 
in the foreground which are 
done in many surface stit­ 
ches and noted that the Tent 
stitch 
background 
only 
seems to be in a solid color. 
Related shades are mixed 
and the background deepens 
in color near the bottom of 
the picture to give an almost 
three-dimensional effect. 


The question I’m almost 
always asked about 
this 
design is: “Which did you do 
first, the flowers or the 
background?” 
If you’re 
working out an entirely new 
composition, you wouldn't 
fill in the background before 


you work out the focal points 
of your design It's logical to 
work the design first, the 
background 
later. 
This 
would give you 
the op­ 
portunity to take the tiny 
compensating stitches to fit 
precisely against the edges 
of the central design 
Remember to embroider 
with a sharp needle so that 
you can stitch directly into 
the canvas thread as well as 
the canvas holes This adds 
dimension to your design On 
the other hand, with a pre­ 
planned design and colors in 
a kit, ifs usually easier to 
work the background and 
then complete the design.

Mac Davis Can’t 
Discuss Divorce 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (UPI) 
— Mac Davis reached for a 
piece of hotel stationery on 
the m arble-topped coffee 
table and scribbled down a 
few more lines. He picked up 
his guitar, tried out the new 
verse, then abandoned the 
music for a drink and a 
cigarette. 
“ Last night I was down 
and out, so I stayed up and 
wrote this song. I got the 
idea from an old country 
saying — every now and then 
a blind eagle finds an acorn. 
That’s the way I get my 
troubles off my shoulders. I 
get out my guitar and take it 
out on the radio world,’’ he 
said during a recent visit to 
Nashville. 
Davis refused to discuss 
rumors in the tabloids that 
link his young and pretty 
wife, Sarah, who recently 
filed for divorce, with his 
golf-playing 
pal, 
Glenn 
Campbell. 
“ I t’s 
too 
painful 
to 
discuss,’’ said the singer- 
songwriter who had written 
many songs about his wife 
during 
their 
five-year, 
childless marriage. He once 
told an interviewer, “ I love 
that woman so much its 
nauseating.” 
D ressed 
in 
chocolate- 
brown jeans and a beige T- 
shirt, the subdued performer 
spoke quietly about his life 
and his work. 
“ I started m aking up 
melodies at the age of five 
back home in Lubbock, 
(Tex.) but. nobody believed 
it. They thought I’d heard it 
someplace When I was 15, I 
started writing down words. 
I got out of high school at 16 
and formed a rock band 
called, ‘Mac Davis and the 
Zots,’ and played a lot of 
f r a t e r n i t y 
b a c k -ro o m 
brawls.” 
His tousled mane and dim­ 
pled • chin are familiar to 
television viewers who have 
seen his specials and his 
summer replacement series. 
He said he was working on a 
Christmas special with Roy 
Clark and there was a 
possibility of a permanent 
series. 
His concerts are usually 
sellouts attracting a mixed- 
bag of “teeny boppers, a few 
curious freaks, some college 
kids and little gray-haired 
ladies. I’ve got the oldest 


groupies in the world and I 
love ‘em .” 
Davis 
flunked 
out 
of 
Em ory 
U niversity 
in 
Atlanta, “ majoring in beer 
and rock ‘n roll” and entered 
the music industry through 
the business end. He did 
promotional work for record 
companies, set up regional 
offices for the firms and kept 
on writing music. 


“ I’ve written about 500 
songs and had 250 published. 
I do the melodies and lyrics 
at the same time, but I’ve 
still got melodies that I’ve 
written that I’ve never put 
words to. The hard part is 
getting the words to rhyme.” 
He wrote million-sellers 
like “ In the Ghetto” and 
“Don’t Cry Daddy” for Elvis 
Presley and Bobby Gold­ 
sboro’s 
“Watching Scotty 
Grow’’, 
which 
concerns 
Davis’ 12-year-old son by his 
first marriage. 
Although he said he would 
rather be known for his 
songwriting than his singing, 
he has sold well with his own 
recordings including 
“ I 
Believe in M usic’’, and 
“ Baby, Baby Don’t Get 
Hooked on Me.” 
At 33, Davis, born Morris 
Mac Davis, has fame, looks 
and money. But he said none 
of it has come easily. 
“I’ve worked 250 nights a 
year for the last five years. 
For a long time it was a 
struggle. 
I 
would do 35 
college dates in a row and be 
in a different city every day. 
Some of these small schools 
are really difficult get to. In 
one 
day 
I 
went 
from 
Pocatello, 
Idaho 
to 
Brownwood. Tex., m ade 
three plane changes and 
drove 90 miles, then I had to 
get up at 3 a.m. to make six 
stops, three m ore plane 
changes and drive 60 miles 
to get to Brooking, SD .” 
A self-confessed “penny- 
pincher”, Davis said he’s not 
worried about fading from 
the public eye. 
“ Fifteen years from now 
I’d like to be able to replace 
Perry Como, if he ever 
retires. I’d like to be able to 
play golf and tennis and be 
able to come and go as I 
please with a little ‘go-to- 
hell’ money. I just want to be 
real happy and have my 
friends around me.”
